A blast from a sawed off shot gun 
ended Clark's life, Detective Bleakely 
another member of the police squad, 
who entered behind Clark, pumped 
five shots into the gunman’s body, He 
was killed instantly 

Events followed one another with 
rapidity, ‘The bandit, about 45 years 
of age, dark and stocky, walked up and 
down in front of the bank several 
times before attempting the robbery, 
He was wearing & long raincoat, 

Money Handed Over 

Yinally, he entered the bank, step- 
ped up to the telle 
shot gun from beneath the coat and 
ordered the teller to pass him the piles 
of bills that were lying on the counter 

The bills were handed over and he 
ordered the teller and the manager 
of the bank to line up against the 
wall as he retreated toward the back 


entrance, The manager disobeyed the ; 


command and ran through the rear 
door of the bank to the street corner 
where he gave the alarm to the traffic 
constable on duty, 

Constable Nesbit wenb to the bank 
but found that. the bandit had Jeft, 
He gave chase in company with 
Thomas Hulerow, a youth standing 
nearby. ‘They pursued the thief to 
Rosslyn Avenue where the bandit en- 
tered the vacant house through the 
cellar door, Constable Nesbit and Hal- 
crow forced their way into the cellar 
by another door, Nesbit grappled with

GERMANS MAKE 
PROTEST OVER 


tions Object to Charges 
of “War Guilt”

LERLIN, June 28—-On the | tenth 
anniversary of the signing of the 
Treaty of Versailles with its charge 
of blame for the world war, the Ger- 
man nation today staged organized 
protests at continuation of what they 
term “the war guilt lle", 

President Paul Von Hindenburg 
headed the signatories to a statement 
which termed today “a day of mourn- 
ing’ and rejected the assertion Ger- 
many alone was responsible for the 
war, 

Widespread Protest 

With the exception of the Rhineland 
where an interdiction of the inter- 
allied Rhineland commission inter- 
fered, there were demonstrations of 
protest the length and breadth of the 
nation The Nationalist opposition, 
strengthened probably by the mani- 
festations, Joined the Reichstag 
Thursday and preyented prolongation 
of the Defence of the Republic act, re- 
quested by the government, The defeat 
will make it legal for former Kaiser 
Wilhelm to return to Germany at the 
expiration of the present act, July 22 

German newspapers appeared with 
borders of heayy black morning and 
one Berlin organ, Der Tag, surround. 
ed scenes from Danzig, Posen, Kato- 
Witz and Strassburg with borders of 
chains, A huge sky sign in the west 
end of Berlin adigred German citizens 
i unite in repudfation of “war guilt 
ie." 

There was a tenseness in the situ- 
ation which led the government to re- 
quest that ite functionaries, hirh and 
low, refrain from joining in the public 
demonstrations, the authorities fearing 
unpleasant consequences 

A great outdoor demonstration was 
Planned for the Berlin stadium at 7.30 
pm, when the Reichstag will open its 
doors to a joint manifestation of Ger- 
man patriotic societies 

One of these, the Kyffhauser Bund 
containing 3,000,000 members and 
claiming to be the greatest associa- 
lion of ex-serviee men in the world, 
called upon the government to have 
the confession of war guilt in article 
261 of the treaty eliminated, thereby 
paving the way foy reel reconeijiation 
of the peoples

Although the legal obstacles to the 
return of the former German kaiser 
from Doorn, Holland, will automatic- 
ally disappear July 22 with expiration 
of the present Defence of the Repub- 
Ne aot, there was no indivation that

A notaable feature of the meeting 
was the appointment as general man- 
ager of John Callaghan, who is at 
present serving in this capacity for 
the government apd who ts also dep- 
uty minister of raflways. 

Mr. Callaghan las served in this 
capacity since the government as- 
sumed operation of the lines in 1926, 
and both Premier J. E. Brownlee and 
Hon, Vernor W. Smith, minister of 
railways and telephones, during dis- 
cussions in the legislature at its last 
session on various railway matters, 
pald warm compliments to Mr, Cal- 
Jaghan for his great work on behalf 
of the railways, 

Knows Line 


His retention in his post by the two 
great transcontinentals is considered 
as full recognition on their part of his 
consummate abjlity as a railroadman, 

He is familiar with almost every tle 
on the northern roads and recently 
his services were obtained by “loan” 
by the British Columbia government 
to conduct a survey of the Pacific and 
Great Hastern railway from Quesne} 
to Prince George 

Other officers elected were: EB. W. 
Beatty, K.C., president; Sir Henry W. 
‘Thornton, vice-president; F. J. Kave 
anagh, auditor; Henry Phillips, secre- 
tary.
